BECAUSE HIS” CASH IS TOO SHORT. 


An Fxamination of His Cffice Shows Him to 
Be Nearly Twenty Thousand Dollars. 
Behind—Excitement, Etc. 


November 21.—[Special.}-- 
Macon is in a state of excitement tonight over 
the shortage of O. F. Adams, city treasurer, 
amounting, according to his own statement, to 
818,790.56, if there is no error. The sum may 
be greater or less, and only a careful examina 
tion by an expert accountant will show the 
exact status. 

A week ne the finance committee board, 
Alderman John D. Hudgins, chairman, in ex- 
aminuing the beoks for the last quarter ending 
September 17th, discovered a cash shortage. 
Adams asked to be allowed one week to make 
the amount good, or give a proper showing. 
Today he had not made the deticit up, and the

Thinks She has E nceountered the 
Whitechapel Fiend. 

LONDON, November 21. -Great excitement 
was occasioned this morning when it was re- 
ported that another woman had been murder~ 
ed and mutilated in Whitechapel. The police 
immediately formed a cordon around the 
premises, and an enormous crowd soon gathe 
ered. It was learned that another murder had 
been attempted upon a low woman by a mam 
who had accompanied her to her lodgings, but 
that in this instance, his work had been frug- 
trated. According to the woman’s story, the 
man had seized her and strack her once in the 
throat with a knife. She had struggled des- 
perately, and had succeeded in. freeing her- 
self from the man’s grasp, and had screamed 
for help. Her cries had alarmed the man, and 
he had tled without attempting any further 
violence. Some neighbors, who had heard 
the womans screams, followed the murderer foe 
about three hundred yards, when he disap- 
peared fiom their sight. The woman says she 
is fully able toidentify the man and gave a 
deseription of him to the police. The police 
are hopeful of soon capturing him. 

After an investigation of the facts, the po. 
lice are of the opinion that the attempted mar- 
der in Whiteehapel this morning, was not the 
work of the man who commitied the atrocions 
murders in that vicinity recently, No arrest 
has been made. Excitement among th 
people continues. 

Further investigation by the poliee shows 
that the woman is a prostitute of the lowest 
order. She suffered only a slight abrasion of 
the skin on her throat and the polic e place no 
credit in her story of an attack.

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IHRE LAND PURCHASE BILL. 


Discussion of the Meagurein Parliament—A 
Second Reading Moved. 

LONDON, November 21.—In the house of 
commous this afternoon Mr. Maddon, solicitor 
general for lreland, moved a second reading of 
the Irish land purchase bill. Mr. LaBouchere 
moved that the bill be reiected. He com- 
plained of the undue haste in which the 
measure was being press ed forward, and said 
there was an obvious desire on the part of the 
government to prevent the country from con- 
sidering their proposals on the question of land 
purchase. He denied that parli ament had ob- 
tained at the last election authority to 
legislate upon this question, the immense im- 
portance of which required the Special sane- 
tion of the country.

A TERRIBLE TRAGEDY IN COVING- 
TON YESTERDAY.

A THRILLING SCENE IN COLUMB JS

to Inflate and Death Follows— 
Other Particulars. 


The Fails 


Corrmeaus, Ga., November 22.—[Specia i]. J— 
The programme at the exposition today closed 
with a tragedy that will long be remembered 
by those who witnessed it. The crowd in at 
tendance was the largest that has YORqpassed 
through the gates, many drawn hither to wit- 
ness tl.e balloon ascension and parachute jump 
of Professor Vandegrift. Eariy inthe day it 
was rumored that on accountof thestiff breeze 
that preyailed, the ascension would not tal 
place, and the crowd, recognizing the 
geemed content, thouch disappointed 
ever, he gave no notice to the manag 
the exposition until 3 o'clock, when he 
formed them that on account of the high wir 
he would postpone the ascent till the con 
tions were more favorable. At-four he notitiod 
them that the wind having subsided he would 
go up, aud at once procecded to inflate the 
balloon. Inafew moments the vast airship 
had lifted itself from the earth and the dari: g 
mian was swinging from the trapeze rope i 
the air. He performed his usual wonderful 
feats as it ascended, and when about hal 
anile high, and just as he had pulled himself 
hack on the bar and was kissing his hand t 
the eager gazers below, 

THR BALLOON BURST. 

Women screamed and men stood paralyzed, 
expecting to see the daring aeronaut dashed to 
the earth a mangled mass, but with wonderful 
presence of mind he cut the parachute loose, 
and descending with lightning rapidity some 
hundred feet, its vast wings unfolded and 
Vandegrift swung it from bencath the falling 
mass of canvas, Which came to earth like a 
woitag. The crowd greeted the narrow escape 
with thundering applause, and the parachute 
sailed westerly as gracefully as an eagle to its 
nestlings. The relief was but momentary, 
when the cry arose “Ile is going into the 
river,’’ and the vast crowd of men rushed to 
the bank, an eighth of a mile away. The para- 
chute, with its priceless burden of human life, 
BANK SLOWLY INTO THE RUSHING “CURRENT 
of the Chattahoochee, jugg above the jetties 
and near where two young men, John Dirkin 
and C. H. Elambure, who had been down the 
river duck hunting, had anchored their 
to watch the ascent of the balloon. As he 
atruck the water he saw them and ctficd 
‘*Bring your boat here; come quick, for God's 
Casting anchor they pulled for him, 
and both going to the forward end of the boat 
and catching him and the parachute, tried 
pull him in, but the great weight of the three 
meu and parachute sunk the end of the boat, 
which fast filled with water.
